More than this, it 
promises to be a good many years 
before the Minneapolis manufac­ 
tures will be found without a stock 
ot logs in the riyer at the end of 
the sawing season sufficient 
to 
start the mills the next season, 
drives or no drives.— Minneapolis 
Lumberman.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 


The Council Petitioned to Open Fifth 
Street. 


The city council held a reg ular meet­ 
ing Monday evening , and after the pre­ 
lim inaries and tbe confirmation of Ed. 
CafTery as policeman and Ihe discharg e 
of Officer Lewis, the council con« idcrrd 
the m atter of g iving Hose Co. No. 4 an 
outfit, and the purchasing committee 
was instructed to procure an outfit and 
to buy a lot and erect a hose house for 
them. 
This was carried w ithout a dis­ 
senting y ote. 
The com m ittee on sewer­ 
ag e subm itted plans and made a verbal 
report 
which were accepted and the 
committee was authorized lo g o alu-nd 
and ex pend not to ex ceed $15,000 .n 
their construction, the vote on it being a 
tie, and for the first tim e In some y eais 
the may or was called on to cast t lie de­ 
ciding vote, which was in the affirma­ 
tive. 
Jam es Hawkins 
was instructed 
to 
build sevetal crosswalks at same rate as 
he received last season, and to fix up 
sidewalks in East Brainerd. 
J. B, Doug las then stepped out and 
presented a couple of petitions to the 
council sig ned by oy er a hundred resi­ 
dents and property holders on 
Fifth 
street asking th at the land be condemned 
and the street opened. 
A motion to 
refer the whole m atter to the committee 
on streets was lost. 
Aid. G ardner * mo­ 
tion to read and adopt the resolutions 
was carried. 
A resolution was then rend praving 
that J. B. Doug la? be appointed as 
special attorney to allend to this matt» r, 
as City Attorney Fernald was the at­ 
torney for the railroad company , but it did 
not carry , 
Mr. Doug las then made a 
speech to the council in which he stated 
that Le desired to •*»*<: the street opened, 
and that he thoug ht the whole m atter 
would die if left to the city attorney on 
account of his relation to the railroad 
company , and he wanted to see some a t­ 
torney , he didn’t care who, appointed 
that would attend to it. 
This unw ar­ 
ranted dig at Mr. Fetnald broug ht that 
g entleman up, and he « tatcd that he had 
not been consulted in the m atter but lu* 
certainly should do what was rig h t in 
the m atter as every body knew, and th at 
he was not in the habit of doing crooked 
business; that from the start he had 
had an understanding Hint should any 
case arise in which he could not act for 
the city ’s interest 
he would let them 
know, and they could appoint some on e 
to act, but did not think Mr. Doug las 
should be allowed to dictate to the coun­ 
cil, or publicly insult htm unless there 
was some cause. 
At this point Aid. Doran saw an op­ 
portunity 
to g et a side-winder into 
Doug ’as’ rios and rem arked th at "p ro­ 
bably Doug las was anx ious to improve 
the opportunity of g etting back where 
he could manag e a certain part of the 
city ’s affairs ag ain," but the look on 
Aid. Doran’s face 
was resolute. 
When Asked whether or not he could 
Act, Mr. Fernald stated that being A« ked 
to g ive an answer w ithout looking into 
the m atter, he would be oblig ed to sav 
th at he could not act. 
Three or four 
ballots were then taken in which 31 r. 
Lum received four votes each time, and 
being unable to elect, Sir. Fernald was 
asked to appoint an attorney and he 
named Mr. Lum, and the c ur.cil by vote 
ag reed to pur him out of the city funds. 
The opening s on Front -treet into 
basements were ordered to he cut down lo 
three feet. 
Chief Mertz asked the council, in a 
com m unication, to increase hts salary 
and Aid. Spencer moved that it be made 
$-5 a month which received no second 
and the m atter was laid over one week. 
The plat of Davis’ addition to the city 
of Brainerd was accepted, and the coun­ 
cil adjourned.

D etailed for a scout, 
he h ad been p ursued by U nion ca val­ 
ry , and, boy -like, y earning to see 
th o se he loved, h ad used his know l­ 
edge of by -p ath s an d sought his hom o 
an d th o se he knew w ould shelter him, 
hap p en w h at m ight. T enderly he was 
cared for an d cried o ver an d fed and 
d o cto red as best th e sister a n d m o th ­ 
er could w ith th e sim p les a t their 
com m and.

There was in them a silent elo­ 
quence th at was nothing iess than ap­ 
palling. 
Every sense, save tho audit­ 
ive one, was startled beyon l endur­ 
ance. 
You felt as if in a steam bath. 
Though fourteen engines had been at 
work for several days, the fire was not 
quite out, and you might have roast­ 
ed eggs in the black rubbish, it was so 
hot. 
The pungent odor of charcoal 
took aw ay one’s breath. 
One did not 
much discern charnel-house sm ells. 
I ll is is becauso of the m ass of char­ 
coal in which the unfortunates who 
met a fiery death wore embedded. 
It 
was only 
when ono g ot 
near 
any of the few boxes which remained 
th at the nostrils 
were 
dreadfully 
offended. 
‘Look up there,’ said the 
colonel. 
I did as he told me, and be­ 
held in a box th at h« *l« i on, as if bv 
miracle, to the wall, three ladies with 
blackened visag es. 
One was in black 
velvet; another had a jet cuirass; the 
third was in pink and white, and had 
kwers in a m ass of frizzed fair hair. 
Her m outh was opened, as if gasping 
for breat h, the lips were g reatly curled 
back, and tw o rows of white, even 
teeth were laid bare. 
The 
others 
leaned back in their chairs 
quite 
quietly, and one of them hel« l a fan on 
tho le<lge of tho box. They formed the 
m ost awful sig ht I think I ever gaze« l 
upon. Tho probability is th at, de­ 
sp airing of escaping in the f« *arful tor­ 
rent of hum an beings which tore in 
the dark, long corridors and stairs, 
they returned to their seats and quiet­ 
ly waited to l>e burned or suffocated. 
Death catno unon them in the form of 
suffocation. 
It was im possible, up to 
tho tim e I saw them, to get near them, 
and so they remained in th at con­ 
spicuous position for several days. 
W ho these ladies were, nobody has an 
idea. The freaks of the fire at t he Opera 
Comique were very odd. T hus prees- 
doors were burned iiw ;^ in the wurd- 
robe-room, and the costum es hanging 
on tho racks were, in m any instances, 
hardly injured. 
All the seven ladies 
who were found fn a heap at the foot 
of the stuircase, unburned yet 
as* 
phyixiated, were dressed in black. 
I 
can not think in virtue oi w hat law 
they g ot tog ether, for they were clear­ 
ly not related, and the ares-m akers’ 
stam ps on the inner belts of their 
corsag es were in no tw o cases the 
sam e. 
An English artist, 
whom I 
took to the m ortuary, was struck 
with the elegance oi the g loves, the 
b oots and shoes, uml the stockings. 
W hat struck me was the horrible 
mockery o f fashion expressed in the 
condition of the fashionably-attired 
bodies. 
The quantity of jewels found 
was prodig ious.” A numi>er of grue­ 
som e 
pictures—m ostly from photo­ 
g raphs—appear in the Pari« iliustrat- 
j <h1 papers. 
Tw o 
ballerinas—Miles. 
Ferretti and T allois— were burned to 
a crisp in their dressing-room s. 
Fer- 
i retti was identified by a shred of her 
j pink tig hts, with her initials s* wn 
j thereon in blue silk.

■ iives portraits of these tw o h« *autifui 
women in their ballet dress, and below

p h o to g rap h s, grim

: gha>tly, of the tw o carbonized bodies.

Prince 
B ism arck w as a t first very resentful 
an d ex cited. 
F inally , how ever, he 
y ielded to th e m iue s t, an d H erisson 
w as successful in his cunning. 
As th e 
la tte r related th is incident 
in his 
"J o urn a l d ’un Officer d ’O rdounance 
its veracity w as questioned. 
B ut it 
soon was found to 
Ikj a true occur­ 
rence, a s P rince B ism arck, sh o rtly 
aftei th e ap p earan ce of th e above 
hook, com m unicated thro ug h an em i­ 
nent p ersonage w ith f o un t H erisson, 
say ing th a t he h ad read his n a rra tiv e 
w ith the highest in terest, a n d th a t he 
co n g ratulated him on his p a trio tic 
zeal.

The people of Brainerd could not 
have been more 
surprised if an 
earthquake had opened the ground 
and swallowed half the city, than 
they were after reading the letter 
published in the News of last Sun­ 
day by N. W. Wheatley on the 
school question.

More than this, it 
promises to be a good many years 
before the Minneapolis manufac­ 
tures will be found without a stock 
ol logs in the riyer at the end of 
the sawing season sufficient to 
start the mills the next season, 
drives or no drives.—MinneaDolis 
Lu rn herman. 
The D i s p a t c h predicts that as 
far as the distribution of lumber is 
concerned that Brainerd will haye 
facilities to compete with even 
Minneapolis in the near future. 
There is no use of disguising the 
fact th at Minneapolis is already 
becoming much alarmed at Brain­ 
erd’? pretentions in the lumber 
business. 
W ait until we get our 
new roads and the dam completed 
aud she will want to move her 
entire lumber interests up here, 
and Brainerd will receive ’em with 
open arms. 
There's room for all 
and “ millions iii it.” 


AN EXPENSIVE LUXURY. 
It seems that the gopher and 
blackbird law does not give very

CITY GOVERNMENT. 


The Council Petitioned to Open Fifth 
Street. 


The city council held a regular meet­ 
ing Monday evening, and after the pre­ 
liminaries and the confirmation of Ed. 
Callery as policeman and the discharge 
of Officer Lewis, the council con«idered 
the matter of giving Hose Co. No. 4 an 
outfit, and the purchasing committee 
was instructed to procure an outfit anti 
to buy a lot and erect a hose house for 
them. 
This was carried without a dis­ 
senting vote. The committee on sewer­ 
age submitted plans and made a verbal 
report 
which were accepted and the 
committee was authorized to go abend 
and expend not to exceed $15,000 in 
their construction, tile vote on it being a 
tie, and for the first time insom eyeats 
the mayor was called on to cast the de­ 
ciding vote, which was in the affirma­ 
tive. 
James Hawkins 
was instructed 
lo 
build several crosswalks at same rate as 
he received last season, and to fix up 
sidewalks in East Brainerd. 
J. B, Douglas then stepped out and 
presented a couple of petitions to the 
council signed by oyer a hundred resi­ 
dents and property holders on 
Fifth 
street asking that the land be condemned 
and the street opened. 
A motion to 
refer the whole matter to the committee 
on streets was lost. 
Ald. Gardner's mo­ 
tion to read and adopt the resolutions 
was carried. 
A resolution was Ilion read proving 
that J. B. Douglas be 
appointed as 
special attorney to attend to tins matter, 
as City Attorney Fernald was the a t­ 
torney for the railroad company, but it did 
not carry, 
Mr. Douglas then made a 
speech to the council in which he stated 
that Le desired to set: the street opened, 
and that lie thought the whole matter 
would die if left to t lie city attorney on 
account of his relation to the railroad 
company, and he wanted to see some a t­ 
torney, he didn’t care who, appointed 
that would attend lo it. 
This unw ar­ 
ranted dig at Mr. Fctnald brought that 
gentleman up, and he staled that lie had 
not been consulted in the matter but lie 
certainly should do what wa* right m 
the matter as everybody knew, and that 
he was not in the habit of doing crooked 
business; that from the start he had 
had an understanding that should any 
case arise in which he could not act for 
the city’s interest 
he would let them 
know, and they could appoint some on e 
t o a d , but did not think Mr. Douglas 
should be allowed to dictate to the coun­ 
cil, or publicly insult him unless there 
was some cause. 
At this point Ald. Doran saw an op­ 
portunity to get a side-winder into 
Doug’as’ nos and remarked that "p ro ­ 
bably Douglas was anxious lo improve 
the opportunity of getting back where 
he could manage a certain part of the 
city’s affairs again," but the look on 
Ald. Doran’s face was resolute. 
When asked whether or not he could 
act, Mr. Fernald stated that being asked 
to give an answer without looking into 
Hie matter, he would be obliged to say 
that he could not act. 
Three or four 
ballots were then taken in which 31 r. 
Lum received four votes each time, and 
being unable to elect, Air. Fernald was 
asked to appoint an attorney and he 
named Mr. Lum, and the council by vote 
agreed to pay him out of the city funds. 
Tlte openings on F ru it -areel into 
basements were ordered to i e cut down to 
three feet. 
Chief Mertz asked the council, in a 
communication, to increase his salary 
and Ald. Spencer moved that it be made 
$-5 a month which received no second 
and the matter was laid over one week. 
The plat of Davis’ addition to the city 
of Brainerd was accepted, and the coun­ 
cil adjourned. 


Junction 
lumberman who was burned out 
last Saturday, gave the Duluth 
firemen $300 tor their services.

ion of exceeding interest, and is believed to 
bo the first case upon record where a halt-

right. 
W hile the jury’s verdict perm its the issue 
of the paper within the confines of W hite 
E arth reservation, it does not grant to 
Mr. Beaulieu the privilege of residing up­ 
on the reservation as long as his residence 
is o p p o se! by the governm ent agent.

ab solu te 
sw ay 
over the reservation where he Is stationed, 
and is em powered to eject 
all persons

per cent, a decrease of 1 2 \ 
per cent from 
dune report, or 
of a full 
croj). 
O ats—In a great 
m any localities crops 
were dam aged by chinch bugs: 
1 ,0 1 8 re- 
;>or*s given its condition a t 82V, per cent; 
tiie Juno roport was 00 per cent.

The D ruggist: Camphor is made in 


Japan in this way.

in th© Ixjttom of the tub steam slowly 
rifios, xnd, heating the cliips*generat©u 
oil #©*1 camphor.

F © >m this covt;r a bamboo 
pfpo 
leads t > a succession of ether tubs with 
bamlx - connections, and the last of

H ow Camphor is M ade. 


The Druggist: 
Camphor is made in 
Japan in this way. 
After a tree is 
fell o«l to the earth it is cut into chips, 
which are laid in a tub or a large iron 
pot partially filled with water, aud 
plao (I over a slow fire. 
Through holes 
in the bottom of the tub steam slow ly 
ri*©*;, and, heating the chip>s«generatcs 
oil ami camphor. 
Of course, the tub 
with t he chips has a closely fitting cov­ 
er. 
Y r mi this cover a bamboo pipe 
leads to a succession of other tubs with 
bamboo connections, and the last of 
these tubs is divided into two com­ 
partments. one above the other, the di­ 
viding 
floor being 
perforated with 
small holes to allow the water and oil 
to pass t<> the lower compartment. The 
upper comportment is supplied with a 
straw layer, which catches and holds 
the camphor in crystal in deposit as it 
posers to the cooling process. 
The 
camphor v then seperated from tho 
straw, pack d in wooden tubs and is 
ready for ma-toff. 
The oil is used by 
the natives for illuminating and other 
purposes.

On tbo river line of M issouri, in 
1861, lived tw o families, sm all farm ­ 
ers, and b oth w ithout p atern al beads 
or guides. Dugal Moore, with his aged 
m other, co n stitu ted the one; Allen 
Dean, with m other and sister, held 
the o th er and neighboring hom estead. 
B oth young men were n o t yet in 
their m ajo rity when the stirring events 
of secession racked the Union. 
Thev 
had been close friends since boyhood. 
All thesu rro u u d fn g co u n try knew th a t 
Dugal and p re tty Jennie Dean, Allen’s 
young sister, were and had been de­

they

“ th a t cow ard" was far to much for a 
£irl of th a t section to bear, and she 
held her head higher from him th a n 
all others. 
Dugal stood even this w ithout re­ 
m onstrance, though no one ever knew 
how deep the iron entered his soul. 
He worked like a slave, and better, 
with his surplus and hands he was al­

Then Dugal rose with his face white 
with rage; th a t wom an had never been 
nearer d eath th a n th a t m om ent.

W hen he had been a p p o in t­ 
ed to com m and the Army o f Italy, 
A dm iral Deeres, who had known him 
well a t P aris, hearing th a t he was to 
pa-s through T oulon, offered to pre­ 
sent all his com rades. Tho Adm iral 
say-*: 
"I ran full of eagerness and de­ 
light to greet him. The doors of the 
salon opened. 
I was going to spring 
tow ard him, when his attitu d e , his 
look, tlie sound of his voice, ware suf­ 
ficient to a rre st ine. There was n o th ­ 
ing offensive or insulting; but it was 
enough. 
After th a t I never trie/1 to 
overstep the distance th a t he had 
placed between us." 
Borne days later, a t Albenga, the 
Generals of Division, am ong the rest 
Augereau, a kind of historical, rough 
old soldier, proud of his tall form and 
his bravery, cam e to headquarters 
very badly disposed to w ard the little 
u p sta rt whom they had sent to them 
from P aris. 
F rom the description 
given of him, Augereau is insulting and 
insubordinate in advance: "A favorite 
ofB arras!" he says ;“a street g/'ueral!"

He appears final­ 
ly, girds on his sw ord, puts on his hat, 
explains his dispositions, gives them 
his orders, an d dism isses them . Auge­ 
reau had rem ained dum b; when they 
are out side he first recovers himself, 
and finds again his custom ary o ath s. 
He agrees with M assena, th a t " th a t 
little b 
of a 
general 
frightened 
him ." 
He is n o t able to understand 
"th e ascendency with which lie felt 
himself crushed a t the first glance," 
A nother specimen of thin ascendency 
on another old soldier of tho Revolu­ 
tion still rougher and m ore energetic 
th an Augereau, is given in the experi­ 
ence of Gen. V andam m e. 
In 1815 
V andam tne said to M arshal 
Soult, 
one day as they were ascending to ­ 
gether th e steps of tho Tuilleries: "M y 
dear triend, th a t devil of a m an (refer­ 
ring to the Em peror) exercises a fasci­ 
n atio n over me th a t I am unable to 
account for. 
It influences me to th a t 
degree th a t I, who fear neither God 
nor devil, am ready to trem ble iike a 
child when he approaches, 
lie could 
m ake me pass through the eye of a 
needle; to cast invself in th e fire for 
him ." 
And lie himself said on a cer­ 
tain occasion: 
"Yes, I am a soldier, 
because h is the especial gift I received 
a t m y b irth . 
It is my existence, m y 
h ab it of life. 
W herever I have been 
1 have com m anded. 
At tw enty-three 
years of age 1 com m anded a t the siege 
of T oulon; 1 com m anded in P aris on 
th e Yendeminire; I aroused the enthu­ 
siasm of th e soldiers in Italy as soon 
as I appeared before them . 
I was 
born fpr th a t." H is was a n e x tra o r­ 
d in ary and superior n ature, m ade for 
com m and and conquest.

A bout two years a^o a farm er staff 
officer of the French arm y, Co m t 
H erisson, published a book, entitled 
"Jo u rn a l d ’un Officer d'O rdounance," 
in which he n a rra te s his mission to 
Prince B ism arck.at Versailles, to de­ 
liver th e 
capitulation 
docum ent 
bearing the conclusive signature of the 
French G overnm ent. 
On his way the 
audacious thought occurred to him to 
gain from Bism arck on his own accord 
and w ithout any such order, a modifi­ 
cation of the stipulations and to pre­ 
vent the surrender of the flags of the 
P aris garrison. 
Heiico he explained 
to the Prince th a t, although he was 
the bearer of the signed capitulation, 
his orders were not to deliver it unless 
G erm any gave up her dem ands to 
surrender the respective flags. Prince 
B ism arck was a t first very resentful 
and excited. 
Finally, however, he 
yielded to the request, and llerisson 
was successful in his cunning. 
As the 
la tte r related this incident in his 
"Jo u rn a l d ’un Officer d ’O rdounance" 
its voracity was questioned. 
But it 
soon was found to lie a true occur­ 
rence, as Prince Bism arck, short l}r 
after the appearance of the above 
book, com m unicated through an emi­ 
nent personage with C ount Herisson, 
saying th a t he had read his n arrativ e 
with the highest interest, and th a t he 
congratulated him on las p a trio tic 
zeal.

Two godfathers and two godmothers 
aro generally appointed at $axou peas­ 
ant christenings, and it is customary 
that one couple should be old aud the 
other young; but in no case should a 
husband and wife figure as godpar­ 
ents at the same bapti.-iu, but oAoh one 
of the quartette must belong to a dif­ 
ferent 
family. 
This Is 
the general 
custom, but in some districts the rule 
demands two godfathers and one god­ 
m other for a boy, two godmothers and 
one godfather for a girl. 
If the parents have lost other chil­ 
dren before, then the infant should not 
be carried out bv the door iu going to 
church, but handed out by the wimFow, 
and brought back in the same way. It 
-iiofild be carried by the 
broadest 
streets, never by the narrow lanos, else 
it will learn thieving. 
The godparents 
must not look round on their way to 
church; and the first person met by* the 
christening procession will decide the 
the sex of the next child to he born; 0 
boy if it be a man. 
If two children are baptized out of 
tho same wator, one of them will soon 
die; and if sovcral boys are christend 
successively in the sarno church, there 
will be war in the land as soon as they 
are grown 
up. 
Many girls denote 
fruitful vintage for the country when 
they have attained a marriageable ago. 
If the child sleeps during the baptis­ 
mal ceremony, then It will bo pious 
aud good-tempered; but If it cries, it 
will be bad-tempered or unlucky; there­ 
fore, the first question askod bv the 
parents on the return from church is 
generally, "W as it a quiet baottsm ?” 
and if such has not been the case, the 
sponsors are apt to conceal the truth. 
In some places the christening pro­ 
cession returning to the house of the 
parents finds the door closed.

On tho river line of Missouri, in 
1801, lived tw o families, sm all farm ­ 
ers, and both w ithout paternal heads 
or guides. Dugal Moore, with his aged 
i m other, constituted the one; Alien 
j Dean, with m other and sister, held 
I the other and neighboring hom estead. 
Doth young men were not yet in 
I their m ajority when the stirring events 
i of secession racked the Union. 
They 
j had been close friends since boyhood. 
I A ll thesurrouudingcountry knew th a t 
j Dugal and p retty Jennie Dean, Allen’s 
! young sister, were and had been de-

About two years ago a farm er staff 
officer of the French arm y, Co int 
Herisaon, published a book, entitled 
“Jo urnal d’un Officer d ’O rdonnance," 
in which he n arrates his mission to 
Prince Bismarck, a t Versailles, to de­ 
liver the 
capitulation 
docum ent 
bearing the conclusive signature of the 
French Governm ent. On his way the 
audacious thought occurred to him to 
gain from Bismarck on his own accord 
and w ithout any such order, a modifi­ 
cation of the stipulations and to pre­ 
vent the surrender of the flags of the 
P aris garrison, 
lienee he explained 
to the Prince th a t, although lie was 
the bearer of the signed capitulation, 
his orders were not to deliver it unless 
Germ any gave up her dem ands to 
surrender the respective flags. Prince 
Bism arck was a t first very resentful 
and excited. 
Finally, however, he 
yielded to the re*illest, and Herisson 
was successful in his cunning. 
As the 
la tte r related this incident in his 
“Journal d ’un Officer d ’O rdounance" 
its veracity was questioned. 
But it

rence, as Prince Bismarck, shortly 
aftei the appearance of the above 
book, com m unicated through an emi­ 
nent personage with Count Herisson, 
saying th a t he had read his n arrative 
with the highest interest, and th a t he 
congratulated him on his patriotic 
zeal.

ents at the same baptism, but c&eh one 
of the quartette must belong to a dif­ 
ferent 
family. 
This is 
the general 
custom, but in some districts the rule 
demands two godfathers and one god­ 
mother for a boy, two godmothers and 
one godfather for a girl. 
lf the parents have lost other chil­ 
dren before, then the infant should not 
be carried out by the door in going to 
church, but handed out by the window, 
and brought back in the same way. It 
.*bodhi be carried by tho 
broadest 
streets, never by the narrow lanos, else 
it will learn thieving. 
The godparents 
must not look round on their way to 
church; and the first person met by tho 
christening procession will decide the 
the sex of the next child to be born; a 
boy if it be a man. 
If two children are baptized out of 
tho same water, one of them will soon 
die; and if several boys are christend 
successively in the same church, there 
will he war in the land as soon as they 
are grown 
up. 
Many girls denote 
fruitful vintage for the country when 
they have attained a marriageable aga 
If tho child sleeps during the baptis­ 
mal ceremony, then It will bo pious 
aud good-tempered; but lf It cr:6s, it 
will be bad-tempered or unlucky; there­ 
fore, tho first question asked" bv the 
parents on the return from church Is 
generally, “Was it a quiet baptism?” 
and if such has not been tho case, the 
sponsors are apt to conceal the truth.
